For to 
gound our faith upon miracles, is but a rotten 
foundation 3 becauſe when miracles" ceaſe , our 
faich muſt ceaſe, and ſo we ftand at a great log, be- 
ing built on ſo.uncertain a ground; but it is not 
ſo with the people of God, who are built upon 
the roc k and foundation of Chriſt and his Apoſtles, 
their way being undeniable, and by the which 
'way we muſt be judged at the laſt day. 
Secondly, Another Reaſon is this, Miracles were 
o accompany Apoſtolical men in thoſe Apoſtoli-

A better way, and better werk men than the for- 
mer were ; Which to do, is to raze the foundation 
of Ui and his Apoſtles. 

Thirdly, Becauſe it cannot appear that after 
thoſe Apoſtolical times that miracles were on four, 
or that any after thoſe times did work miracles, 
neither Timothy nor Titus in their ordinary mini. 
ſtry, nor any of the Miniſters in the ſeven Church- 
es of Ai; but were to lock unto the form of 
ſound Doctrine, which they had received from 
the Apoſtles, as you may ſee 2 Tim- 1.43. which 
was the foundation of Chriftian Do@rine and 
Practice, whereon the people of God are to build 
In every age; For other foundation can no man 
lay chan Cin bath laid, 1 Cor. 3. 11. And ſo it 
doth appear, that after the Apoſtles times, there 
was no looking for miracles 3 for they knew, che 
Goſgel was as gloriouſly confirmed with Miracles 
as was poſhble to be. 

Fourthly, If we look for miracles now * Whit 
do we elſe but queſtion the Doctrine of the Go- 
ſpel, and fly in the face of Chrift and his Apo- 
ſtles, to condemn them of inſafficiency, as not 
being able to ſet forth ſuch'a way for all men to 
walk in, which is fefficient co fave them if u 
believe in itz and alſo of force ro condemn, if they 
do reject it? But this is clear , where the Apoſtie 
faith, that Chriſt ſhall come in flaming fire, to teu 
der vengeance againſt them that 6bey not che G- 
ſpel, 2 Theſ. 1. 8.

of the true; and this may be the reaſon why 
he puts it into the hearts of men in theſe daies 
that miracles and dreams are above the word, 
that chereby he might have them where he would, 
and fo deceive them with a falſe miracle, as he 
doth the greateſt part of the world at this day, 
as the Turks who are deceived with the falſe 
miracle of Mahomet, wherein he hath deluded 
them to this preſent day, through the Devil 
and his inſtruments 3 together with their falſe 
mitacles; wherein they are kept in blindneſs; 
\@&2Alſo the Pope with the Latin Church, deceiv- 
me” ing 
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ing the world, and themſelve;, with their falſe 
miracles , which they much boaſt of, whereby 
they judge their way to be right, becanſe the 
Devill and the Pope work miracles io confirm 
their way, which indeed the Scriptures did fore- 
tell, that the Latin Beaſt would deceive the world 
with his falfe miracles, Revelat- 135 13, 14. 
But thele ſpirits ate the ſpitits of devils, deceiv- 
ing the Kings of the Earth, and the whole world, 
Revel. 16. 14. But the Lord will take that beaſt- 
ly worſhip of the Beaſt , rogether with the Beaft, 
and the falſe Prophet, with his lying ſpirit, that 
wrought miracles ro-deceive the People, and will 
caſt them into the lake of his wrath for e ver and e- 
ver, Revel. 19. 20, 

Now there are ſome objeRions to be anſwered, 
a5 Foel 2 where the Lord doth ſoretelſ, that young 
men ſhall ſee viſions, and old men ſhall dream 
-- wa chat that propheſie is in part to be ful- 

ed. 

To the which I do reply, with the words cf Pe · 
ter, who had a more ſpir ituall diſcerning than any 
in theſe daies to diſcein the truth of propheſies, 
that that propheſie was fulfiled upon them when 
the viſions of the Lord did appear unto them 
in As 2. 1, 2, 3. who were the Lords young 
men, who were to declare the mind of God to 
the whole carth, and that being ſuch a publique 
propheſie, it was publickly fulfilled to perfect a 
publick work to the admiration of the beholders 
who were vely deſirous to know what was the 
meaning of thoſe ſtrange works, and the Apoflle 
flies to the propheſie of Ioel for their reſuge, and 


tells them it was no more than what was prophe- 


ficd of them; and that they might now ſee that 
propheſie

And as for the 
Breamers there ſpoken of, you may ſee that was 
folly fulfilled in thoſe dayes in the Scribes and Pha- 
riſees,thoſe old and antient DoRors of choſe times, 
who ſtood dreaming as men amazed , when they 
beheld the Lord Chrift and his Apoſtles, the mi- 
ronr of the world, to preach ſuch glorions doctrine, 
accompanied with fuch glorious miracles 3 and 
their doctrine being ſo ſtrange and rate, and ſo 
unanſwerable preaching » wich ſuch authority, 
and ſo mightily convincmg che 2 
the Doctors alſo themſelves being word w 
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fully cdufuted, that we may rely ſay, That they 
were in a di eam, of trance: hereby the prophe-

all the world, that what he had delivered was truth 
and for to vindicate his docttine, he was ready to

Yea he con- 
quered proud fleſh, and to the terrour of all his 
enemies; and thus Jeſus Chrift roſe from death 
to life, and was more famous in his ſuffering, than 
before in looſing the pains of death, As 2: 24. 
for it was impoſſible that he ſhould be holden of it: 
the Father having before promiſed, That he would 
not leave his foul in the grave, nor ſuffer his holy 
one to ſee corruption, Pſalm 16. 10. being the 
firft fcuits of them that ſleep , and a ſure evidence 
of the ceſurreRion of the dead, being raiſed up by 
the mighty power of God; that as Chrift was rai- 
ſed op, ſo alfo ſhall we by the ſame ſpirir, who 
raiſed up Jeſus who is gloriouſly aſcended up into 
heaven, a8 a fore-runnet for us: for he that *
